I submit herewith my annual report of the conditions exist- 
ing in the schools of the Town of Groton. 


Teachers 


There were two changes in the teaching staff of the high 
school this year. Mr. George Harbeson replaced John Le- 
begern, Jr. as English teacher, physical education teacher, and 
coach. Mr. John Dolan was secured to serve as acting principal 
and teach mathematics and science in the place of Ernest Lyon. 


We were fortunate to be able to retain the same fine elemen- 
tary teachers that were in the school last year.

Health 


A school health clinic was scheduled in January, under the 
direction of Dr. Eastman and the Public Health Nurse, Mrs. 
‘Helen Pena. Examinations are given all children in grades 1 
and 3, and immunizations for smallpox and diphtheria-tetanus 


if the parents desired them for children in grades one through 
four. 


Mre- 7). ©,.Gatrvins checked the hearing of the children in 
grades 1, 3, 5, 7 and 9 with the audiometer, with the Public 
Health Nurse available to give rechecks in doubtful cases. 


Vision tests are given the children by their teachers. The 
Snellan chart is used for these tests, and parents should realize 
that 20/20 vision on this chart does not necessarily indicate per- 
fect eyesight. If a child suffers from farsightedness, astigma- 


tism, or several other eye disorders, it would not be detected by 
this type of test. 


The Community Club is again sponsoring a successful hot 
lunch program. 


Testing Program 


The Stanford Achievement tests were given to all pupils in 
grades three through eight in November of this year. These 
tests cover the areas of paragraph meaning, word meaning, spell- 
ing, arithmetic reasoning, and arithmetic computation, and are 
given every other year. They are designed to give teachers and 
superintendent a dependable measure of pupil progress in these 
areas, and to aid in the improvement of instruction, pupil guid- 


ance, and evaluation of progress. Intelligence tests are given 
in alternate years. 


SPECIAL INSTRUCTION 


A course in driver education was offered in the high school 
this year with Mr. Raymond Boisvert as the instructor. The 
primary objective of the course is the teaching of proper atti- 
tudes and the development of safe habits in the operation of a 
motor vehicle. 


Miss Frances Frost was employed this year to teach music 
in the school. The elementary grades receive instruction twice 
a week and the high school glee club once a week. 


Improvements 


1. The old water storage tank in the basement of the school 
was removed and a cement tank constructed during the summer. 
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2. The fence was continued along beside the Community 
building, and beside the steep driveway leading into the base- 
ment of this building, for the safety of the children on the play- 
ground. 


3. New lighting fixtures were placed in two more rooms 
of the school, making a total of four such rooms. 


Recommendations 


1. The remainder of the building should be equipped with 
new lights. This includes the English room upstairs, the two 
high school rooms downstairs, and the hallways. 


2. The inside of the school should be painted in light, pas- 
tel colors. 


3. The floors should be improved, perhaps by laying tile. 


4. Salaries of the teaching staff should be raised substan- 
tially. 


5. The roof of the schoolhouse should be painted. 


6. As nearly as it is possible to tell at this time, there will 
be 20 or 21 pupils in the first grade next year, and 20 or 21 in 
the second grade. Thus we will again be faced with a room of: 
from 40 to 42 children. 


The most satisfactory long range solution to this recurring 
problem would be for Groton to join with other nearby towns in 
the formation of an Area High School, thus freeing four rooms 
in the building for use as needed. Another teacher could then 
be hired as necessity arises. 


It should be kept in mind that if any action of any kind is 
taken, an expenditure of money above and beyond what is pro- 
vided for in the budget as printed in your town report would be 
required.

1956 
The White Pine Blister Rust control work which was start- 
ed in Groton in 1954 was completed in 1956. This work was 
done during the period July 23 to August 15 through the coop- 
eration of the Town, the Vermont Forest Service and the U. S. 
Forest. Service.

Until 
then the Town will not be requested for funds for blister rust 
work

The Northeastern Vermont Development Association, cooperative or- 
ganization of the towns and people of Caledonia, Essex and Orleans Coun- 
ties, was set up to carry out four major assignments:

Work for the economic and social betterment of the three counties. 


In 1956, northeastern Vermont had outstanding publicity to benefit 
all towns. Newspapers and radio, both in and out of the State, carried 
reports of town and regional activities. East Burke was the Vermont 
community presented to the nation on coast to coast television. Town 
literature, maps, handbooks, tri-county calendar and special listings were 
given wide distribution. Hundreds of inquiries were answered. 


Data was collected for much needed Fact Sheets on town and regional

A consultant of the 
Office of Area Development, U. S. Department of Commerce, spent a 
full week studying ways to make progress in the tri-county group of 
towns. 


Working for development of resources was a major part of the year’s 
work. Major contributions were made to the Burke Mountain, Jay Peak, 
Groton State Park Day and other projects. In working for more all 
year round vacation business, for new business, for industrial develop- 
ment, for towns with special projects, NVDA had the full cooperation of 
state and federal leaders. NVDA responded to every opportunity to work 
with community groups for development of local resources. 


The year’s work was planned in a series of local and regional confer- 
ences. Leadership was provided by officers, elected by the members, and 
directors, elected by town councilmen. Directors held monthly meetings. 


The area development program is financed by town appropriations, 
based on 1% of the Grand List, voted at the annual town meetings, and 
from memberships. The work would not be possible without town ap- 
propriations. In 1956, 47 of the 52 towns of the three counties approved 
oe ee totaling $5045. The budget for the 1957 year’s work is 

3,500.
